the proper work of the Devil , inſomuch that at a 'gereral ſum- 
mons of the Gentry and remnant of the Clergy of the County 
of Surrey , for the taking of this Covenant , ſome chief Actors of 
the FaCtion, when they ſaw, chat wirh ſeveral Salvo's, and 1i- 
berty to take it in any ſenſe with mental reſervations, and con- 
tiderations , that it was but a forced Oath, and ſuch like min- 
cings).many men (and ſome of the Clergy loving this preſent 
world, took the ſame )) ſaid they were ſorry to ſce ſome tike it , 
whoſe Eſtates they hoped to have caught by ths hook, and although - 
the Authors of the Covenant krew the Clergies greater obliga- 
tions,, then other men, by Oathes of Allegiance , and Su- 
premacy to the King , and by Oathes ef Canonical Obedience ,. 
& by ſeveral ſubſcriptions upon Record to the preſent Church, 
and by their ſtrifter tye of conſcience , and greater knowledge 
of the Function of Epiſcopacy (from whence\themſelves recei- 
ved their own holy Order ) which from opr Saviour, and the A- 
poſtles dayes, was without interruption for 1500 years, and ſtill 
1s continued in all Chriſtizn Churches, where Rebellion ſtarted 
not the icruple , and the ſyord-ever ſince maintains the Hereſy; 
yet none were ſo much preſſed, and urged totake this Covenant, 
in Termins, to deſtroy Biſhops, as were the Clergy , and the re- 
fuſal thereof was p/o facto, loſs of any Clergy-mans Livings and 
livelihood; nay, ſo barbarous were this Fa&tion , that .their 
Committee for Compoſitions at Goldſmiths Hall, would not ad- 
mit the Lord Biſhop of Wincheſter (lately deceaſed) to compound. 
. for his ſequeſtred temporal eſtate (for no compounding for Spi- 
rituals 1s allowed ; but Sequeſtration is indeed deprivation with 
| theſe men) unleſs he would take the Covenant, to ſwear to de- 
ftroy himſelf , and-his own Sacred Funtion ; yet theſe were the 


men , who have ſo eryed out againſt Oathes ex Officio , and a- preface to 
gainſt forcing the conſciences of men, and give this reaſon , th: Dire- 
why the Liturgy muſt be takenaway, becauſe it gave offence to Gory 


ſome mens confciences ; and thefe are the men who cryed down ' 
the Clergy for Innovations , and now puniſh them becauſe they 
wall not move : But as theſe Puritans have rigedly practiſed all 
thoſe things, which themſelves ſo much abhorred , teaching the 
world.

taken upon them to judge (as they pretend) by Law, and by the -_ 


juſtice and wiſdome of the High Court of Parliament, for Re- 
formation of Religion its not unſeaſorable to ſhew' the world 
atrue CharaQer of theſe great Judges in their perſonal Relati- 
ONS, as well as their political Capacity of judging de faito '& de 
jure :' And ſurely men (who were ſtrangers to the deſigns of this 
FaCtion ) would think (by the high ſtrains of publick Acts pre- 
terding Reformation of Religion) there were ſome Occumeni- 
cat Counſel row ſitting, or at leaſt ſome great Corivocation of 
Grave ard learned Biſhops, and Clergyiof Exgland, (who were 
wont to havethe judiciary power in Charch matters, long be- 
fore any Parliaments were in England ) famous for their honeſt 
lives, and by their great knowledge able to judge, not vote Re- 
ligion up cr down , but O Tempora ! O Mores / The Grave Bi- 
thops of the Church are by tumults driven from the Parliament; 
the Conyccation by ſubtelty of a pretended premunire , and by

| (as Votes go now a dayes) the peace and Religion of a Nation 
may depend ; but to give a juſt acconnt, caſting out the moſt of 
the Nobility , and about two hundred of the Houſe of Com- 
moygs (men of greateſt Eſtates , therefore more like to ſeek the 
welfare of their Countrey , then their own private Intereſts , 
which were driven from the Houſe, where they ſate but as Cy- 
phers) and counting the multitudes of Tradeſmen & Merchants

But what ſafety can be'to' England, when Lay Parliaments 
ſhall preſume to meddle in Religion ; hanging Reformation 

of Reljgion as a Curtain to the Parliament windows, making it 
the ſtalking horſe to- their Temporal ends, and by-reſpetts , _ 
the ruines of three Kingdomes in our days-ccan ſufficiently wit- 
neſs : changes of Religion being ever the Laity's puniſhment , 

- as well as the Clergy's affiition ;-as might be proved by the 
Evglith tory, ever lince Parliaments have been but Inſtrumen- 
tal ; or- active thereunto : that in the ſpace of twelve years, 
four changes of Religion were made by Parliaments in England... 
 -more then ever were made by-any Chriſtians throughout the 
- world, in 1500 years before ;, but what policy inthe Laity 
drew on thoſe contrary changes » and what miſerics this Nati-

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on felt thereby , may afford more truth, then theſe times can 

bear , and therefore is omitted : Yet in al theſe Parliaments 
was the ſtamp of juſt , that is Royal Authority and therefore 

ought to be obeyed adzve, or paſſive ; nor in any of theſe Parli- 

aments ,. (or ever lince till this Parliament) were the Clergy 

quite cxcluded with convocations of the Clergy , though Legal- 
ly choſen by the Kings Writ (not forced up out of a Runegado 

houſe-creeping Miniſtry by Lay Votes) who had the judiciary 
cognizance Of matters of DoCtrines, as one hath obſerved in a 
diſcourſe to anſwer the Popiſh llander caſt upon our Religion , 

that it isa meer Parlimentary Religion : Though it cannot be de- 

nyed but that fury againſt the preſent Clergy , becauſe they 

would not comply with the prevayling party, to extol the pre- 

ſent change. and in later Parliaments, the Puritan policy ha- 

ving influence even upon Court Counſels, have too much bound 

up the power of the Keys, and left the Clergy little liberty. 
But never did the Laity in Parliaments graſpe at-the Power of 
the Keys , till the Puritans getting ſtrength in the Houſe of 
Commons , nibled at the Church power, under the name of a 

Lay-Committee for Religion, which King James eſpyed, little 
thinking whereto that il} Example would grow in his Sons 
dayes, hanging St. Peters Keys at Laymens girdles , thereby (as 
wenow ſee) locking up the Prieſts lips, and {butting up Church 
doors to the ſequeſtring of Almighty God from his holy habi- 
tations , and by an Army of Subjects in Rebellion againſt their 
King , taking away the dayly ſacrifice ont of the Temple , for 
the Reformation of Religion , the old pretence to colour poli- 
tick deſigns , thereby to take away the ſhame of what ever cru- 
elty ſhall be acted to advance theſame ; never remembring that 
of St..Paul , We muſt not ds evil that good may come of it : what fit 
Judges of Religion Parliaments have been , and are like to be, 
ter us hear again Mr. Rogers, that famous Proteſtant Martyr , 
when it was objected to him , that he ought to be a Catholick , 

becauſe the: Parliament had Eſtabliſhed the Popiſh Religion : 
Of what force (iaith he) are Parliaments , which eſtabliſh contra- 
decrees , condemning that for-cvil-, which before they had Eſfta- - 
bliſhed 45 goed ;, and the Parliaments of latter times have been.

ſervations, Printed at a publick charge to their Countrey- 
Chapmen.; nor durſt the Lord Mayor make any inquiſition, for 
fear of being acconnted an Enemy to the peace of the King- 
dome, then full of fears of Papiſts trained under ground , and 
other (God knoweth what ) Enemies ; and before the bloody 
Votes to kill, and ſlay , they ſent Scouts into all parts of the 
Kingdome , to ſound the people how they ſtood affected to be- 
gina War ; one Brumidgea Braſfter in Grace church ſtreet in Len- 
don, ard-a Cook his Neighbour , were ſent into 6louſeſter ſhire , 
and Worcefter ſhire ,'to muſter their Forces , diſcovering how 
each Village ftood affected, or difaffeted ; Members alfo of the 
Fattion , came to the Elders of the Dutch Church-in London , to 
know of the ſtate and Government of their Church, tEling 
them that they would follow their pattern, though ſome of 
thoſe Elders counſelled them , not to pull down their Flouſe, till 
they k:ew where elfe tolye dry , adding alſo, that the Engliſh people 
were not like the Dutch, nor would ever endure their Government. 

Thefe and many more practices inthe like kind , may ſhow 
the World , what-a free Parliament this was from the begin- 
ning; and how God had infatuated this Nation, that they would 
not ſee this jngling , nor beleive the Clergy , who foretold the 
mileries this Fact:on would bring to this Church and State ; 
but to ſuffer a ſmall number ( the little flock of Chriſt, they 
were wont to call themſelves ) to ride the whole Kindome to 
deſtruction ; for notwithſtanding all this ſhuffling , and packing, 
when this Parliament firſt met, the Puritans for number made 
not above thethird part of the Houſe of Commons, and I am 
confident , that inthe City-their FaCtion was not a fift part,and 
thoſe of the younger , and meaner ſort, but infinitely buſic at an 
Election of a Common-Councel man in Langborne Ward , 
wherein are above 300 Houſhoulders ( and from ſuch mee- 
tings none of the-Faction would be abſent) yet could they-not- 
make up 60. in al} that Ward : Some years after above-14000.

an Army at Kingſton upon Thames, when he bad only his Coach. - 
and ſix horſes.: The: Votes that the King had raiſed an Army 
at.York,, when ſome chief Atours-faid in my hearing , at that 
tzme the houſes of Parliament kyew that the King w.u not able to 
' raiſc:one hnndred men: The Earl of Warwick, and Sir Thomas - 
Barrington ſent into. Eſſex tO raiſe the Country , told the peo+ 
. ple in publick meetings, that the Queen was Landed:with an 
Army of 13000 Papiſts : it were endleſs to reckon up the 
Multitudes of ſuch 1lyes and ridiculous fears }- As alſo to think 
how teady people were to frame themſelves to a belief thereof, 
as given up to believe Iyes even with greedineſs,, when indeed 
the defign only was for.this FaCtian , hereby to raiſe an Army;

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wancetheir plots of ſubverting Religion , and Government of 
this Church and State, under the ſpetious colour of Reformati- 
on of all grievances whatſoever, whereby they drew into their 
aſſiſtants the Patriotical party alſo , who were the far greater 
number throughont the Kingdome ; whoſe pulſe beating whol- 
ly after properry (deſiring deſtruCtion neither of King, nor Bij- 
but only Reformation of conceived exceſs of power) was 
kept continually affrighted by Allarms from the FaCtion , that 
the King would make his Sabjects all flayes z which to prevent, 
they thought themſelves neceſitrated to uphold this Parliament 
inany thing which they ſhould at, though never ſo abominable 
and unjuſt , for fear this Parliament ſhould be diflolved;, they

two Livings , their firſt trick is to te them, that they will al- 
low them the fifth part of but one of them ; the next is that 
though the Ordinance run generally without any limitation 
yet they have ſecret inſtructions, whereby they grant Orders 
for a fift part, with this proviſo, that if the Sequeſtrator (or 
Cutpurſe) ſhew not good cauſe to the contrary ; this draweth 
on nfuch travel , and charges on Lawyers , and Solicitors , and 
Committee Officers, and the Parliament Miniſter upon hea- 
ring, pretending that the Living is of value little enough to 
maintain him , or any frivetaus Plea breeds a demurr , and al- 
though they grant Order after Order , yet all is to no purpole ; 
for ſay the Committee , we muſt not diſpleaſe our Friends ; 
they mean their Maſters, who under pretence of long prayers 
can devour whole houſes, and ſtarve other mens wives and chil- 
dren , by invading their poſſeſſions, kept 204 the right ow- 
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ners by ClobLaw: And truly their Ordinance for the 5 part doth 
generally prove but a meer mockery 'to the wives & children of 
the Clergy in the midft oftheir heavy perſecution, and aſnare 
wife £0 draw Them info expence of their lait groat , in hopes to pet 
Theo p. theirſo fairly promiſed morſel ; that as 1 have known very few 
hath been obtain it effeCtually, fo have many of them after ſome years of 
2 yeurs,to chargeable and vexations attendance been wearied ont , buy- 
the ex-" ing at too dear arate their Re of believing , or hopi 
Frablione for any juſtice or mercy from the Buritan Fation 3 from whom
